COME HERE TO BUY. 


American-Made Flags Fleating Over 
Australia and Over French Yachts— 
Great Quantities Exported—We Are 

----Getting-More-Patriotic at Home. Also 
“We export from. this country to 

England,” said a New York tlag maker,
